LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  Nov/  Bedford  Standard  of  September  6  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  were  slightly  more  active  during  the  past 
week,  r  -fleeting  the  bettor  business  done  in  some  quarters  cf  tho 
fine  goods  market,  but  tho  prices  at  which  trading  took  place  were 
lower  than  soomed  possible  up  to  the  past  ton  days. 

"Middling  inch  and  one  eighth  cotton  was  bought  this  week  for 
285  on  Octcbor  and  occasionally  a  few  points  under  that  level, 
though  some  sales  were  reported  as  high  as  300  on,  which  has  been 
the  generally  recognized  quotation.      Thore  was  trading,  too,  on 
middling  inch  and  five  thirty-seconds  at  prices  ranging  frcm  300 
to  325  on  October.      This  was  all  eld  crop  cotton,  and  the  volume 

invclvod  was  fairly  respectable,  though  not  extremely  large.

"Interest  in  high  grade  Pima  for  quick  shipment  is  also  reported, 
and  in  some  quarters  of  the  markets  23  cents  can  bo  readily  cbtainod 
for  Pima  Nc .  1  that  is  nine  sixteenths  or  longer  in  staplo.  There 
is  not  so  much  call  for  the  lower  grade  Pima,  and  number  twos  or 
throes  at  20  cents  do  not  move  as  readily  as  tho  high  grades  at 
three  cents  more.      Egyptians  are  virtually  at  a  standstill,  but 
some  inquiry  is  reported  for  new  crop  Pima  prices,  though  no  firm 
quotations  have  been  announced  as  yet. 

"Increased  operations  in  many  of  tho  mills  due  to  additional  business 
rocontl-;  takon  are  expoctod  shortly  to  stimulate  the  demand  fer  staple 
cotton  both  new  and  old  cr^p,  but  the  offorings  are  sufficiently 
heavy  to  koep  prices  from  going  up  very  substantially.
